Hews attention does naturally go to Ford and his being an informant for the FBI although 
a member of the Commission. But J see other interests. One is that so many of the Commission"" 
members did not want a man like fllney as general counsel. (Paul Hoch followed this aspect 
once we broke loose parts of t e 'executive session on this, with the names obliterated, 
and correctly guessed Ulney's was one of those names.) 

It is not from the allegation of a "one man commission" when the chairman's choice 
becomes chief counsel. That is normal practise.
